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INTRODUCTION 


Your RadioShack 7-in-One IR/RF Remote 
Control can replace up to seven Infrared re- 
mote controls. You can use It to control your 
TV, VCR, cable converter, satellite receiver, 
CD player, tuner, phonograph, video acces- 
sory, digital audio tape, cassette, laser disc 
player, or DVD player. 

Unlike some universal remote controls, this 
remote control Is preprogrammed with the 
most commonly used commands and does 
not have to learn Its commands from the orig- 
inal remote controls. All you have to do Is tell 
It which device’s remote controls you want to 
replace (by entering 4-dlglt codes). 

This manual Includes a list of many manufac- 
turers’ 4-dlglt codes for your devices. After 
you enter the codes for your original re- 
motes, the 7-In-One IR/RF Remote Is ready 
to operate the original remotes’ most used 
functions. 

The 7-In-One transmits both Infrared (IR) and 
radio frequency (RF) signals, so you don’t 
need to be within “llne-of-sight” to control de- 
vices. With the supplied IR/RF Command 
Center, you can use the remote to control de- 
vices In any room of your home.

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PREPARATION 


INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your RadioShack 7-in-One requires four 
AAA batteries (not suppiied), avaiiabie at 
your iocai RadioShack store. 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard, aika- 
iine, or rechargeabie), or rechargeabie 
batteries of different capacities. 

To instaii the batteries: 

1. Press the battery compartment cover’s 
tab and iift off the cover. 

2. Piace the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the poiarity symbois (-i- 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Repiace the cover. 

If the batteries are instaiied correctiy and the 
red indicator does not iight when you press 
POWER, repiace the batteries. 

Note: Removing the batteries wiii not re- 
quire you to reprogram your remote controi 
because the 7-in-One IR/RF Remote Controi 
has uniimited memory backup. 

Cautions: 

• Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and 
properiy. Do not burn or bury them. 

• Aiways remove oid or weak batteries. 
Batteries can ieak chemicais that can 
destroy eiectronic parts.

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Notes: 

• After you install batteries, the remote 
performs a test of the display for 1 0 sec- 
onds or until you press a key. 

• To extend battery life, the display turns 
off after 10 seconds of keypad inactivity 
and turns on again when you press any 
key. 

• Device codes you have programmed 
into the 7-in-One remain stored in mem- 
ory while you replace the batteries. 
However, you must reset the clock. 


SETTING THE CLOCK 

Follow these steps to set the clock on the 7- 
in-One’s display. 

1 . Hold down P until timed seq appears. 

2. Press ▼ twice, configure appears. 

3. Press SELECT. THEATR SEL appears. 

4. Press ▼ again, time setup appears. 

5. Press SELECT. TIME appears and the 
first digit in the time flashes. Enter the 
time in 12-hour format, am/pm flashes. 

6. If necessary, press ▼ to toggle between 
AM and PM, then press SELECT. The 
day of the week display appears. 

7. Use A and ▼ to toggle through the 
days of the week until the current day 
appears, then press SELECT. The cur- 
rently selected device and the correct 
time appear. 
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QUICK SETUP 

The steps in this section teii you how to 
quickiy set up the 7-in-One to operate aii of 
your devices. 

To set up devices individuaiiy, or add a de- 
vice after you have set up the 7-in-One, see 
the appropriate section under “Setting Up the 
7-in-One” on Page 14. 

Note: For the best operation, you shouid be 
within 1 5 feet of the device you want to con- 
troi. 

Foiiow these steps for quick setup: 

1 . Turn on aii of the devices you are setting 
up. 

2. Press TV. 

3. Floid down P untii timed seq appears. 

4. Press ▼. code setup appears. 

5. Press SELECT. DEV SET UP appears. 

6. Press SELECT again, tv appears. 

7. Enter the fist four-digit TV code iisted for 
your TV’s brand in “Teievisions” on 
Page 52 then press SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, oniy the iast 3-digits wiii appear on 
the dispiay. 

8. Point the remote at your TV and press 
POWER. Your TV shouid turn off. If it 
does not, enter the next code from the 
iist and press SELECT then POWER 
again. When your TV turns off, press 
VCR. VCR appears.

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9. Enter the first four-digit VCR code iisted 
for your VCR’s brand in “VCRs” on 
Page 65 or “TV/VCR Combinations” on 
Page 64 then press SELECT. 

10. Point the remote at your VCR and press 
POWER. Your VCR shouid turn off. If it 
does not, enter the next code from the 
iist and press SELECT then POWER 
again. When your VCR turns off, press 
CBL. CABLE appears. 

11 . Continue setting up devices by pressing 
the appropriate device key, entering 
your device’s code and pressing 
SELECT. Refer to the code iist for the 
type of device you want to set up:

12. Once the 7-in-One is operating aii of 
your devices, press ESCAPE to stop pro- 
gramming. 
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A LOOK AT YOUR REMOTE 
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AMP, TUNER, TV, CBL, CD, VCR, SAT — lets 
you select the device you want to control. 

PLUG ’N POWER — allows you to control 
lamps and appliances with your 7-In-One IR/ 
RF Remote Control. This feature requires 
additional equipment that Is available at your 
local RadioShack store.

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HOME THEATER — lets you operate all of the 
most commonly used home theater functions 
In one mode. 

POWER — turns the remote on and off, and 
controls All Lights On In the PLUG ‘N POW- 
ER mode. 

MENU — works like the Menu or OSD (on- 
screen display) key on your original remote. 
Use A, ▼, ►, and (Menu Up, Down, 
Right, and Left) to navigate your on-screen 
menus. If your original remote had a Select 
key to select menu options, use SELECT In Its 
place. Use CLEAR (SHIFT -i- SELECT) to exit/ 
clear menus. See your device’s original own- 
er’s manual for more detailed Instructions on 
using menus. 

Notes: 

• A, ▼, ►, and also control the Rear 
Level +/- and Balance Right/Left func- 
tions In AMP or TUN mode, and Disc +/- 
and Track +/- In CD mode. 

• SELECT also controls Tape Mon In AMP 
or TUN mode. Disc Select In CD mode, 
and the Fetch function In the on-screen 
menu of an RCA satellite system. 

PROGRAM (SHIFT -i- MENU) — operates your 
satellite system’s and cable converter’s 
Guide function, as well as any device’s sec- 
ondary menus. 

SURROUND — operates the surround mode. 
It also operates the favorite channel function 
In SAT and CBL modes, 10-i- (to access 
tracks numbered higher that 1 0) In CD mode, 
and the DISC function of a laser disc player.

ESCAPE — lets you exit the remote’s dis- 
played menu. 

CENTER and REAR (SHIFT -p CENTER) — 

work like the Add and Delete keys on your 
original TV remote, the DISC A and B keys 
on your laser disc remote, or the SAT and 
AUDIO keys of a satellite system remote. 

VOL + (Volume Up), VOL - (Volume Down) 
and MUTE — control the volume like the Vol- 
ume Up and Down and Mute keys on your 
original remote. In the PLUG ‘N POWER 
mode, VOL +/ VOL - operates Bright and Dim 
and MUTE operates ALL OFF.

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SLEEP (SHIFT + MUTE) — controls the Sleep 
Timer In TV, CABLE, SAT, and AMP or TUN 
modes for devices which have this feature. If 
your device does not have a Sleep Timer, 
SLEEP activates the remote’s bullt-ln sleep 
timer. 

CH + (Channel Up) and CH - (Channel 
Down) — work like the Channel Up and 
Down keys on your original remote. CH + and 
CH - also control preset Up/Preset Down In 
AMP or TUNER mode and ON/OFF In the 
PLUG ‘N POWER mode. 

Digit Keys (0-9) — work like the digit keys 
on your original remote. They also control In- 
put Selections In AMP or TUNER mode. 

ENTER — works like the Enter key on your 
original remote (for example, direct channel 
access). 

TV/VIDEO — works like the TV/VIdeo key on 
your original TV remote, and TV/SAT key on 
your original satellite remote. TV/VIDEO also 
controls TV/VCR In VCR mode, A/B In cable 
and CD modes, and Input Select In AMP or 
TUN mode. 

LAST (Last Channel) — works like the Previ- 
ous Channel or Recall key on your original 
remote. It also operates the RANDOM func- 
tions In the CD and AMP or TUNER modes. 

AUDIO and VIDEO (Macro Keys) — memo- 
rize up to 15 keystrokes, so you can repeat 
them In sequence In any mode at the press 
of a single key. 
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REW (Rewind), PLAY, FFWD (Fast Forward), 
REC (Record), STOP, and PAUSE — work like 
the transport keys on your original VCR or 
Laser Disc player remotes. To guard against 
accidental recording, you must press REC 
twice before recording. 

PIP — controls your TV or VCR’s Picture-in- 
Picture feature. Works like the VIEW key on 
your Satellite receiver’s remote. 

FREEZE (SHIFT + PIP) — freezes your Pic- 
ture-in-Picture window. 

SWAP — swaps the Picture-in-Picture win- 
dow and the main picture. 

FAV/SCAN (Scan or Favorite Channel Scan) 
— can be programmed to scan through your 
ten favorite channels or left unprogrammed 
to scan all channels. 

MOVE — moves the Picture-in-Picture win- 
dow around the screen. Works like the Nest 
key on your satellite receiver’s remote. 

@ — lets you turn the remote’s backlight 
and display on and off. When you press 0 
to turn on the backlight, the backlight stays lit 
for 5 seconds then lights again anytime you 
press a key. To turn off the backlight feature, 
press @ain. 

P — lets you use the remote’s displayed 
menu to program your 7-in-One.

TIMED SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatediy press SELECT untii VCR 
appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code iisted for 
your VCR’s brand, then press SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, oniy the iast 3-digits wiii appear on 
the dispiay. 

6. Point the 7-in-One at your VCR and 
press POWER or PLAY. Your VCR 
shouid turn off or start to piay. If it does 
not, enter the next code from the iist and 
press SELECT then POWER or PLAY 
again.

Turn on your TV/VCR Combo and insert 
a tape.

4. Repeatedly press SELECT until cable 
appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code listed for 
your cable converter’s brand, then press 

SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, only the last 3-digits will appear on 
the display.

Then follow these steps to program the 7-in- 
One to operate your satellite receiver. 

1 . Turn on your satellite receiver. 

2. Press SAT then hold down P until timed 
SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatedly press SELECT until sat/ 
DSS appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code listed for 
your satellite’s brand, then press 

SELECT.

Note: Some manufacturers have severai 
codes iisted. Try each untii you find the right 
one. The brands are iisted in aiphabeticai or- 
der, with the most popuiar codes iisted first. 

Then foiiow these steps to program the 7-in- 
One to operate your CD piayer. 

1. Turn on your CD piayer and insert a 
disc. 

2. Press CD then hoid down P untii timed 
SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatediy press SELECT untii cd 
appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code iisted for 
your CD piayer’s brand, then press 

SELECT.

6. Point the 7-in-One at your CD Piayer 
and press PLAY.

Locate the codes for your Tuner/Receiver in 
“Tuners/Receivers” on Page 60 and write 
them down on the suppiied iabei. 

Note: Some manufacturers have severai 
codes iisted. Try each untii you find the right 
one. The brands are iisted in aiphabeticai or- 
der, with the most popuiar codes iisted first. 

Then foiiow these steps to program the 7-in- 
One to operate your Tuner/Receiver. 

1 . Turn on your Tuner/Receiver. 

2. Press TUNER then hoid down P untii 
TIMED SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatediy press SELECT untii tuner 
appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code iisted for 
you tuners/receiver’s brand, then press 

SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 

zero, oniy the iast 3-digits wiii appear on 
the dispiay. 

Need help? Call 1-800-763-9232 
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6. Point the 7-in-One at your Tuner/ 
Receiver and press POWER. Your 
Tuner/Receiver shouid turn off. If it 
does not, enter the next code from the 
iist and press SELECT then POWER 
again. When your Tuner/Receiver turns 
off, press ESCAPE to stop programming. 


TO OPERATE YOUR 
AMPLIFIER 

Locate the codes for your Ampiifier in “Ampii- 
fiers” on Page 39 and write them down on 
the suppiied iabei. 

Note: Some manufacturers have severai 
codes iisted. Try each untii you find the right 
one. The brands are iisted in aiphabeticai or- 
der, with the most popuiar codes iisted first. 

Then foiiow these steps to program the 7-in- 
One to operate your ampiifier. 

1 . Turn on your ampiifier. 

2. Press AMP then hoid down P untii 
TIMED SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatediy press SELECT untii amp 
appears. 

5. Enter the first four-digit code iisted for 
your ampiifier’s brand, then press 

SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, oniy the iast 3-digits wiii appear on 
the dispiay. 


Need help? Call 1-800-763-9232 
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6. Point the 7-in-One at your amplifier and 
press POWER. Your amplifier should 
turn off. If it does not, enter the next 
code from the list and press SELECT 
then POWER again. When your ampli- 
fier turns off, press ESCAPE to stop pro- 
gramming. 


TO OPERATE OTHER 
DEVICES 

In addition to the labeled devices (AMP, TUN- 
ER, TV, CD, CBL, VCR or SAT), the 7-in-One 
can also operate digital video disc players 
(DVD), laser disc players (LPD), cassette 
decks, digital audio tape (DAT) players, vid- 
eo accessories, and miscellaneous audio de- 
vices (graphic equalizers and digital audio 
service terminals for example).

Note: The PLUG ‘N POWER feature re- 
quires additional equipment that is available 
at your local RadioShack store. 

For example, to set up a laser disc player: 

1 . Turn on your laser disc player and insert 
a disc. 
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2. Press VCR then hold down P until 
TIMED SEQ appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Repeatedly press SELECT until vCR 
appears. 

5. Press ▼ or a to toggle between vcR, 
LDP, TAPE, and DAT. 

6. When ldp appears, enter the first four- 
digit code listed for your laser disc 
player’s brand in “Laser Disc Players” 
on Page 49, then press SELECT. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, only the last 3-digits will appear on 
the display. 

7. Point the 7-in-One at your laser disc and 
press PLAY. Your laser disc player 
should play. If it does not, enter the next 
code from the list and press SELECT 
then PLAY again. When your laser disc 
player plays, press ESCAPE to stop pro- 
gramming.

SEARCHING FOR A CODE 

Before Setup 

If you have tried all the codes from the list 
and your device still will not respond to the 7- 
in-One (or if your brand is not listed), try 
searching for your code. 

For example, to find the code for your TV: 

1 . Turn on your TV, then press TV. 

2. Hold down P until timed seq appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Press SELECT. DEV SET UP appears. 

5. Press ▼. dev search appears. 

6. Press SELECT. TV and the last entered 
four-digit code appear. 

Note: If the 4-digit code begins with 
zero, only the last 3-digits will appear on 
the display. 

7. Press POWER. If your TV does not turn 
off, press ▼. The next most recently 
entered code appears. Continue press- 
ing POWER then ▼ until your TV turns 
off. Then press SELECT to lock in the 
code and stop programming. 

Repeat these steps, using the appropriate 
device key (TV, VCR, CBL, etc.) in Step 1 for 
each device you need to search. 

Note: If you are searching for a VCR, CD 
player, laser disc player, or DVD player code, 
turn on the device and insert a tape/CD be- 
fore you begin the search. Then, use PLAY 
instead of POWER. 
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After Setup 

After you have set up your devices, you 
might need to find out which code is operat- 
ing one of them. For exampie, to find out 
what four-digit code is operating your TV: 

1 . Press TV. 

2. Floid down P untii timed seq appears. 

3. Press ▼. CODE setup appears. 

4. Press SELECT. DEV SET UP appears. 

5. Press ▼ twice, dev number appears. 

6. Press SELECT. TV and the code for that 
device appear. 

Notes: 

• If the 4-digit code begins with zero, oniy 
the iast 3-digits wiii appear on the dis- 
play- 

• To view the four-digit code for another 
device, press the key for the device you 
want to view in Step 1 . 

• Write down the four-digit code then 
press ESCAPE to stop programming. 


USING FAVORITE CHANNEL 
SCAN 

You can program your 7-in-One Remote to 
scan through 10 of your favorite channeis in 
either TV, Cabie, or Sateiiite modes. 

Note: You can oniy maintain a favorite chan- 
nei iist for one device at a time. You cannot 
set up a favorite channei iist for another de- 
vice untii you dear the existing iist.

Press the device key for the device you 
want to scan (TV, CBL, SAT).

6. Press SELECT. CH appears. 

7. Enter the first channei number you want 
to inciude in your favorite channei iist, 
then press P.

• Precede a singie-digit number with a

Try all of the codes listed 
for your brand of device in 
the “Setup Codes” section. 
Many set-up codes may 
allow some degree of 
operation.

You make a mistake when 
setting up your 7-in-One. 

During any set up proce- 
dure, except for timed 
sequences, the ESCAPE 
key will return you to the 
DEVICE and TIME 
screen without saving any 
of the entered informa- 
tion. If you make a mis- 
take when setting up the 
timed sequence, return to 
the timed sequence menu 
and delete the incorrect 
sequence. 

VCR not recording. 

As a safety feature on the 
7-in-Cne, you must press 
the REC key twice to 
begin recording. 

CH +/- (Channel Up/ 
Down) and LAST not 
working for your RCA TV. 

Due to RCA design (1 983- 
1987), only the original 
remote will operate these 
functions.
